Introduction. 


In the sense of the Five-Year-Pian -Act of Oetober 27th 1948 

No. 241 Sb. drafts of operational plans are drawn up yearly 

for individual production branches in industry too, and according 

to them the government stipulates the tasks for industrial and 

handicraft production for the respective year. For drawing up the 

draft for the year 1950 the vtate Planning Oftice issues these 
instructions which determine the contents and form of drafts in*#ro~= 
duced and regulate the procedure of the corresponding planning

It is reserved for separate National Committees to determine 
the working procedure with reference to detailed local know- 
ledge and to carry out the delimitation of the agenda for 

further auxiliary planning organs, and to determine the way 
of how the marks prescribed in the forms are to be compiled.

3) all handicraft cooperatives and selected handicraft enter- 
prises, 


The direct planning organs are the corres:onding departments 
of District, resp. Local “stional Committees. Elaboration of a 
part of the provincial operational plan can be conferred upon 
them. The corresponding officer in charge in the Distric resp. 
Local National Committee is responsible: for correct contents, 
form and abiding by the time limits, 


Auxiliary planning organs can be as follows: 
= Provincial Councils of Cooperatives 
b) provincial secretariats of the Union of Czechoslovak Tradesmen 


-c) District Cotincils of Cooperatives, district secretariats 


of the Union#x of Czechoslovak Tradesmen. 
The auxiliary planning organs participate in the planning work 
acc to the directives of Provincial (District, Local) National 
Committees as for instance in statistical investigations of the 
State Staistical Office, schooling and informing of member- 
enterprises, but above all through their counselling activity 


and expert’ opinions, 
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Those produtive cooperatives are to be considered as handi- 
craft cooperatives which are not planned within the industry. 
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They are particularly cooperatives which were members of the 


former Central Union of Trade, resp. of the Union of Slovak 
Trade, or which have been newly created from separate handi- 
craft enterprises. The chairman of the Board of the cooperative 
i@ responsible for correct and timely elaboration of the draft 
of the plan of the cooperative. 


even from some other important handicraft enterprises. The 
production of the other handicraft enterprises, partcularly that 
one of small enterprises will be planned globally after the 
consideration of their size and importance on the basis of 

a representative investigation of the State flanning Office 

in cooperation with officisl district statisticians, resp. 
special corporations. Thus the entire production of the 
handicraft sector will be comprised in the pianning. 


The leader of the enterprise (the proprietor, the national 
administartor, the tenant etc.) is responsible for correct 
and timely elaboration of the draft of the »lan of a private

4) Drafting of plans of Production 
branches, 


This part of the instructions contains prescriptions for the 
production working groups at the Ministry of Industry, Food, 
Informatiorland Culture. These instructions must be followed 
by these groups in working out the draft of the operational 
plan of the branch, The basis for the elaboration of the 
operational plan of the branch are on the one hand operational 
plans of separate central organs, on the other hand proper 
provincial operational plans. 
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Who is obliged to work out the plan of the branch 
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The working group too must endeavour to improve the presented 
drafts so as to achieve optimum result both in working out 
‘the plan and in its fulfilment. 


Manner of working out the plan, 


Production working proups *stabiished at the Ministries of 
Industry, Food and Information and Culture sre obliged to 

work out’ the operational plan of branches for separate pro-

The. chairman of the production working group is responsible for 
correct and timely elaboration of the draft of the plan of 
branch to the Ministry. 


Procedure of working « working out the lan, 
As soon as plans of ylans of central organs and proper provincial plans 


come to hand of the planning section of the corresponding 
ministry, the section assignes the individual parts ace. to 
the brances to the respective production working groups. 
In this way all plans of one production branch are gathered 
at the same production working group, even though its parts 
have been icluded organizationally eldewhere, Thereafter 
the production working group discusses the separate parts of 
the plan giving suggestions both for corbecti0n of defects 
and formal shortcoming and for eventual completion of the 
plan. After coordination of separate parts of the plan it 
works out the definitive draft of the plan «cc. to patterns 
enclosed, The chairman of the production working group on the 
one hand entrusts employees allocated to him with the technical 
working out of the plan of the branch, on the other hand he 
avails himself of th: services of central directorates and 
other central organs, 


The plans of branches are not to be a mere sum total of sepa- 
rate plans of central organs and of proper provincial plans, 
but they are to be developed and shaped from them (vytvarenim).

After the elaboration the ministry submits the plan in 5 com- 
plete copies to the State Flanning Office, in 2 copies to the 
central organ, to the sphere of acitivity of which that pab-
